Court Dismisses Case Against New York

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Capt. W. |. Rand, Dealer in ‘‘Lucky 
Stones’’ at Boston, Found Guilty of 
Using the Mails to Defraud. 


Boston, Mass., April 24.—Capt. Walter 
|. Rand, widely-known throughout the 
United States as a dealer in what he 
termed “true Oriental lucky stones,” and 
having a place of business at 276 Tremont 
St., this city, was convicted on April 21, 
after a trial lasting five days, of using the 
mails in a scheme to defraud. 


Captain Rand has been in the “lucky 
stone’’ business here for upward of 14 
years. It was brought to light in the 


course of the trial that he issued circular 
letters to parties whose names were on 
lists furnished to him by brokers making 
a specialty of mail order soliciting lists, 
also that such names were sometimes re- 
ferred to as “sucker” lists, containing the 
addresses of persons apt to be easily in- 
fluenced by such propositions as the cap- 
tain put forth. 

A mutual friend, according to the circu- 
lar, had suggested the sending thereof to 
the recipient. It was not stated, however, 
that the “mutual friend’ was the “sucker 
list” broker. 

The lucky stones, according to testimony 
of experts, were ordinary moonstones, 
some of them costing, when bought in large 
quantities at wholesale, as low as three to 
five cents apiece. The circulars claimed 
for them remarkable influence over the 
lives of the possessors, bringing health to 
the sick, fortune to the poor and good luck 
to those who wore or carried them. The 
price charged for each of these stones to 
the retail buyer from Captain Rand was 
one dollar. 

His leading claim in connection with the 
marketing of the stones was that while 
traveling in the Old World years ago he 
first came into possession of some of these 
stones in Asia, and they were said, by those 
from whom he received them, to bestow 
marvelous benefits upon their owners. Hav- 
ing proved their efficacy, he decided to 
share his good luck at $1 per with all who 
desired to become purchasers. 

Singularly enough, previous attempts to 
stop the operation of this business had been 
ineffectual, and the captain had come to be- 
lieve that he was operating within the law 
in carrying on tiie business. He had a 
good-sized office force, imported the moon- 
stones in considerable quantity and paid 
the Government thousands of dollars an- 
nually for duty on his imports and for 
stamps on his mail business. It developed 
at the trial that the stones could be bought 
in London, New York or Ceylon in the 
gem market at low prices. 

There were a number of witnesses who 
testified to increased sood fortune coming 
to them, as they believed, from the pos- 
session of “lucky stones’ bought from the 
defendant. There were also, as a matter 
of course, other witnesses who testified to 
an utter lack of good fortune from this 
cause. 

The jury was out 40 minutes and brought 
in a verdict of guilty. Sentence was pro- 
nounced by Judge Aldrich, of the United 
States District Court, on April 22, a fine 
of $1,000 being ordered and imprisonment 
for nine months in jail at Plymouth, Mass. 


Capt. Rand’s counsel had previously an- 
nounced his intention to appeal, but this 
action was not taken. Instead the defend- 
ant asked for clemency and announced his 
intention to act in accordance with the 
Court’s decision. 

An unusual feature was the allowance 
by the judge of one day weekly for the 
prisoner for the present at his office to 
wind up his business. Captain Rand is 62 
years of age and in failing health, and 
when taken to the Plymouth jail to-day he 
was placed in the hospital department to 
recover from the strain he suffered dur- 
ing his trial. 








Burglars Visit Two Montreal Jewelry 
Establishments and Escape with 
Valuable Loot. 

MontTREAL, Que., April 23.—Burglars 
visited two jewelry stores on Notre Dame 
St. on the night of Tuesday, April 20, and 
secured several thousands dollars’ worth 
of plunder. The store of Pearson Bros., 
31 Notre Dame St. W., was entered by 
opened a door leading to an adjoining stair- 
way with a skeleton key. The thieves then 
bored a large hole through a lath and 
plaster partition and so gained entrance to 
the store, where they took from a showcase 
diamonds, watches, etc., valued at about 

$1,000. 

The other establishment robbed was that 
of the Sheehan & Thomas Co., Ltd., whole- 
sale importer of jewelry and noveltic; at 
100 Notre Dame St. E. There the burglars 
gained admission by filing off a staple and 
forcing off the padlock on the front door. 
They secured articles to the value of about 
$2,000 and $500 in cash.

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Illinois Lower House Passes Fraudulent 
Advertising Law After Jewelers 
Attend Hearing on the Measure. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 22—As told in 
THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR of yesterday, a 
hearing on the bill to prevent fraudulent 
advertising in the State of Illinois, the text 
of which was recently published in this 
journal, was given at the State House last 
night. This hearing was attended by a 
large delegation of retail jewelers who ap- 
peared to champion the measure on behalf 
of the Illinois Retail Jewelers’ Association. 

This committee as appointed by Presi- 
dent Leboldt, of the State association, con- 
sisted of T. H. Craig, Champaign; C. P. 
Wieting, Peoria; C. 1. Josephson, Moline; 
J. Schmelzer, Centralia; W. H. Homuth, 
Bloomington; T. T. Webber, Danville, and 
a member of the firm of Tobin & Canhan of 
this city. Nearly ali of the members of the 
committee were present at the hearing and 
were accompanied by Charles F. Manahan, 
first vice-president of the American Na- 
tional Retail Jewelers’ Association. The 
bill, which is known as No. 135, was finally 
passed by the House at 9.15 last night.

Guarantees on Constitutional Grounds. 

NEw York, April 21, 1915. 
L:ditor THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR: 

Your current number contains an ac- 
count ot the Stamping Law conference 
held al the rOOMS oft the National Jewel- 
ers Board of Trade last Friday, and I am 
vlad that the action of the 
convention of the National Jewelers Board 
f Trade in 1914 has finally borne fruit.

Kentucky was swung into line with the 
assistance of A. L. Thoma, Piqua, O., treas- 
urer of the national association and former 
president of the Ohio association, and with 
the genial boosts administered at opportune 
times by Col. John L. Shepherd, of New 
York. The organization meeting came on 
the day following the meeting of the op- 
tical association and as the result of a con- 
siderable amount of work done through the 
mails by Mr. Thoma and by A. W. Ander- 
son, secretary of the national association. 
Letters had been sent to Kentucky jewelers 
inviting them to be present at the meeting, 
and the response was general. 

The first president of the association is 
Fred J. Heintz, Lexington, and the secre- 
tary is Carroll S. Welch, of Sturgis. 

The new association got right in line 
with the leading sections of the jewelry 
trade in the country when it voiced at the 
outset the approval of proposed legislation 
by Congress which will do much for the 
jewelry trade when it is enacted into law. 
The members present at the meetings leit 
with the expressed determination to form 
local organizations in the towns where 
they have competition, and there is assur- 


ance that the convention a year from now 
will be a rousing one. 

As was stated, most of the jewelers pres- 
ent at the sessions are also opticians or 
maintain optical departments and had come 
to this city to attend the State convention 
of the Kentucky Optical Association, which 


was reorganized as the Kentucky Associa- 
tion of Optometrists, with new constitu- 
tion, by-laws, etc., also with the scale ot 


dues raised to $5 a year. At this conven- 
tion the following officers were elected to 
serve for the year: President, R. L. Hill, 
Campbellsville; vice-president, W. C. Car- 
roll, Lebanon; secretary and _ treasurer, 
Miss Mildred Winslow, Danville. 

Taking advantage of the fact that the 
yptometrists were also jewelers, the ma- 
tional officers and the Kentucky jewelers 
who are members of the national associa- 
tion at large and who were keen to see the 
State organized called the organization of 
the meeting for last Thursday at the Tyler 
Hotel, where the sessions of the optome- 
trists were held. The first was 
convened at 10 o’clock in the morning, after 
the jewelers in attendance had met Mr.

He was in his 73d year. 

Mr. Hall was born in Birmingham, Eng- 
land, on March 30, 1843, and at an ’

Jewelry Stock of Bauman & Co., Chi- 
cago, Goes for $92,600 to Auc- 
tioneer Who Will Sell it In 
New York. 

Friday, April 23, the stock of Bauman 
& Co., who executed a deed of trust to 
Franklin N. Wood for the benefit of their 
creditors, was sold to Chas. Shongood, 
New York city, on a guaranteed bid of 
$92,600, with the understanding that the 
merchandise was to be offered in New 
York city at public sale and that all over 
this amount less 10 per cent. and expense 

of selling was to revert to the estate. 

There were five bidders for the stock 
and each was required to put up a certified 
check for $10,000. The bidders were: M. 
Iralson, Chas. Shongood, Saml. Winter- 
nitz, Karp Bros. and a Mr. Jones, who 
started out with a bid of $50,000. Iralson 
raised this to $60,000, and it advanced 
slowly till $85,100 was bid by Shongood. 
Karp Bros. dropped out after $77,000 was 





reacher, and Jones, Ira!son avd Shongood 


had it all to themselves until Shongood bid 
$85,100. Lhen Wintermitz took a hand. In 
the competition which followed Shongood 
secured the merchandise as before stated. 

This is the largest jewelry estate ever ad- 
ministered by a trustee in this part of the 
country. The First National Bank as 
creditor for $135,000 selected Mr. Wood 
as trustee and made no mistake in having 
the appointment made. Had the estate been 
put into bankruptcy it is now estimate‘ it 
would have cost the creditors 20 per cent. 
more for expenses than under a trustee-

The trustee has $15,000 cash on hand 
from private sales. The indebtedness is 
around $220,000. An audit is being made 


of the books. 


Thieves Get Diamonds Worth $600 in 
Cleverly Planned Robbery of Loan 
Company at Providence. 
ProvipeNnce, R. I., April 24—It became 
publicly known yesterday that diamonds 
valued at $600 were stolen from the Col- 
lateral Loan Co., 77 Exchange PIl., -ast 
Monday noon by three men, two of wnom 
engaged the attention of as many clerks, 
while the third took a tray containing a 
number of rings set with the precious 
stones. The matter was not mad:2 public until 
yesterday, as the police withheld the ac- 
count of the theft in an endeavor to 1issist 
the inspectors who had been assigned to 

the case. 

The trio entered the store at different 
intervals, the first offering as collateral tor 
a loan an article that was unsatisfactcry. 
This business brought one emplove and 
the stranger into a private room. The first 
confederate was followed shortly by a sec- 
ond man, who announced his intention of 
purchasing clothes. The second clerk ac- 
cordingly went to the rear of the srore, 
where the clothing is piled, and afte: oc- 
cupying much of the time of the seller the 
prospective customer failed to make a pur- 
chase. 

It is possible that four men may kave 
engineered the theft, for while the cierks 
were engaged with two of the probable 








quartet the telephone in the private of'ce 
rang and the one who called talked in 
such «a rambling manner and made such 


confusing statements that it was with d‘ffi- 
culty that the man who answered could 
follow him. 

While the employes of the store were 
thus occupied it is thought that a man, 
working in conjunction with the others, en- 
tered the store, count- 
crs where the rings are kept and reached 
over and took the tray containing che 
stones. This was on the top shelf, which 
was comparatively easy of access. The 
proprietor believes that the men had plan: ed 
the theft very carefully, for they entered 
at a time when the manager was out to 
lunch between 1 and 2 o’clock, and at a 
time when the business is not especially 
active. They were familiar with the sec- 
tion where the clothing was kept and were 
aware that the proffering of collateral 
would bring one of the clerks into the 
private office, where he could not keeo an 
oversight on the general store.

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New England Manufacturing Jewelers 
to Arrange for Jewelry Designs to 
Be Used with Fashion P!ates of 
Women’s Costumes. 

Provipence, R. I, April 24—The 
England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Sil- 
versmiths’ Association is arranging for a 
number of new lines of work intended to 
improve trade conditions and to stimuiate 
trade in the industry. Some months age a 
committee was appointed with instructivns 
to secure from the larger South American 
centers samples of the prevailing styles and 
lines of jewelry and adornments, wit a 
view to having them displayed at the rooms 
of the association for the edification of any 
manufacturers who might desire to enter 
that field for trade. It is expected that the 
association will be in a position in a short 
time to announce the arrival of these goods 
and have them set up for exhibition. 

Another practical line of new endeavor 
proposed is that of stimulating business by 
suggesting the proper articles of jewelry 
that should be worn by the women in cen- 
nection with any given style of costutne. 
It has been pointed out that in the past 
the costume designers have announced cer- 
tain prevailing styles and the manufacturers 
of jewelry have set back and waited tu see 
what the women would call for and then 
hustle to meet the demand. It is now pro- 
posed that designs of new jewelry shall be 
furnished to the designers of fashion plates 
to be incorporated with the pictures of 
new costumes and thus force demand for 
new goods. 

It is believed that if this propositioa 1s 
carefully, intelligently and persistently ex- 
ecuted that the industry will be greatly 
benefited thereby. During the past week 
William T. Chase, president of the New 
England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Sil- 
versmitlis’ Association, appointed a commit- 
tee consisting of Harald W. Ostby, of the 
Ostby & Barton Co., and Newton P. Hutchi- 
son, of Hutchison & Huestis, Inc., of this 
city, and Harvey Clap, of Harvey Clap & 
Co., Attleboro, to take charge of this new 
line of endeavor.

Death of W. H. Chamberlain, Pioneer 


Jeweler of Minnesota. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 24—W. H. 
Chamberlain, 86 years old, the first jeweler 
in business in Minneapolis, died Wednes- 
day at the home of his daughter, Mrs. E.

Port of Profit 
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Conrad Schickerling Sentenced to Prison 
for Using U. S. Mails to Defraud 
Students of His Jewelry 
School. 


After deliberating for almost five hours 
a federal jury returned a sealed verdict 
of guilty, with a recommendation of leni- 
ency, last Thursday night against Conrad 
Schickerling, president of the Nationa! 
Jewelers’ Art School, 110 W. 40th St., New 
York, on charges of using the mails to 
promote fraudulent schemes for teaching 
diamond setting, engraving and the making 
of art jewelry. The same jury found Theo- 
dore Schroeder, brother-in-law of Schick- 
erling, who, it was alleged, was connected 
with the school, not guilty. Schroeder was 
immediately released. Schickeriing was 
sentenced yesterday (Tuesday) morning by 
Judge Farrington to serve seven months in 
the New York County Penitentiary and 
was fined $500. 

Following the testimony of Mr. Schroe- 
der, which was still in progress when THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR went to press last 
week, Mr. Schickerling was placed on the 
stand to testify in his own behalf. The 
latter defendant occupied the stand all dur- 
ing Tuesday’s session, giving testimony, and 
was again on the stand on Wednesday. 

Practically all the testimony given by Mr. 
Schickerling in his first day on the stand 


related to the methods used by him in 
teaching his pupils the diamond setting 


trade. By means of numerous charts, such 
as are used in several German trade 
schools, the witness stated he taught his 
pupils the various steps in the art of set- 
ting diamonds. Many of the charts which 
Mr. Schickerling claimed he used were in- 
troduced in evidence by the defense. The 
latter part of Tuesday’s session and for 
several hours on Wednesday Schickerling 
testified as to how the different students 
had come to him in answer to his adver- 
tisements. Upon their first visit, he stated, 
the inquirer was invariably given a blank 
contract to take home and read. All during 
his testimony Mr. Schickerling laid empha- 
sis on the fact that he had never repre- 
sented in any of his contracts that he would 
teach a scholar the diamond setting trade 
within three months and then procure him 
a position, whereby he could earn between 
$18 and $25 per week. The defendant also 
stated that several of his students were 
continually fooling their time away by 
playing pranks on other students. Schick- 
erling said that when he reprimanded these 
students several of them threatened to do 
him bodily harm. As a result of several of 
these threats, Schickerling testified, he was 
compelled to discharge a number of his 
students. In two instances following threats 
the witness testified that a demand was 
made on him by a number of the students 
that he pay them $500. 

Schickerling, in closing his direct testi- 
mony, identified practically all of the stu- 
dents who had been placed on the witness 
stand to testify against him. The defendant 
told of each pupil’s progress and how sev 
eral of them had failed to comply with 
their contracts by refusing to do the work. 

After taking testimony relative to several 
minor matters, the de‘ense closed its case. 
Assistant District Attorney Harper then 


proceeded to cross-examine Schickerling. 

ln cross-examination the defendant testi- 
fed that he was a competent workman in 
diamond setting, engraving, mounting, jew- 
elry working, enameling, chasing and a 
number of the other trades closely afhliated 
with the jewelry industry. These trades, 
Schickerling stated he had learned in Ber- 
lin, Germany, under the instructions of 
Professors von Buellow and von Mueller. 

According to Mr. Schickerling’s story on 
cross-examination, he claimed he graduated 
several students who, immediately upon 
leaving the school, secured positions at $18 
and more per week. The defendant also 
stated that the only guarantee which he 
gave a student upon enrolling in his school 
was that, after the scholar had learned the 
trade, he (Schickerling) would secure him 
a position. 

The unusual lengthy nature of Schicker- 
ling’s testimony and the incessant cross- 
examination of Assistant District Attorney 
Harper was evidently too much for the 
defendant, and he collapsed on the stand. 
He was immediately removed, but after a 
short recess was still unfit to resume. Not 
to delay the trial the Government then 
introduced several other witnesses. 

At the resumption of the trial on Thurs- 
day morning Schickerling was again placed 
on the stand. 

Under the severe cross-examination of 
the Assistant District Attorney Schicker- 
ling again collapsed and was permanently 
removed from the stand. 

The Government then recalled a number 
of the students who emphatically denied 
that they had ever seen the charts which 
Schickerling claims he used in the school. 
Both sides then rested. 

The summing up by both sides consumed 
almost an hour, after which Judge Far- 
rington delivered his charge to the jury. 

After being out for almost two hours the 
jury returned for a few instructions and 
requested that the various exhibits be sent 
to the jury room. Several hours later the 
sealed verdict was returned. 

Following the reading of the verdict on 
Friday morning, Shickerling’s attorney 
succeeded in obtaining the convicted man’s 
release until yesterday (Tuesday) morning 
under a $5,000 bond. 








Death of Francis A. Cosgrove. 

Boston, Mass., April 23.—Francis Ains- 
lee Cosgrove, formerly engaged in the 
jewelry business in Boston, died on Tues- 
day at the home of his son, Charles M. 
Cosgrove, 22 Westminster St., West Som- 
erville, Mass. 

Mr. Cosgrove was born in Nova Scotia 
88 years ago and when a young man came 
to Boston, where he became engaged tn the 
wholesale jewelry business. He also con- 
ducted a store at St. John, N. B. In later 
years he retired from the jewelry business 
and moved to Lawrence, Kans., where for 
some time he conducted a grocery business. 
Later he bought a ranch in that State, but 
after a few years he became a traveling 
salesman for a Boston confectionery com- 
pany. He was a charter member of the St. 
John, N. B., lodge of Masons. 

Deceased is survived by two sons, one 
daughter and two sisters in Nova Scotia. 
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Creditors Force Weidlich Jewelry Co., 
St. Louis, Into Bankruptcy Court. 


St. Louts, Mo., April 24.—An involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy was filed Mon- 
day in the United States District Court 
by Attorneys Stern and Haberman, on be- 
half of creditors, against the Weidlich 
Jewelry Co., Broadway and Locust St. 
The petitioners and the amounts of their 
claims are: Wolcott Mfg. Co., $460; Pot- 
ter & Buffington Co., $111, and Arnold & 
Steere, $2,686. The petition alleges that 
the company committed acts of bank- 
ruptcy by paying the Peoples National 
Bank of Brooklyn $100 on Feb. 15, 1915; 
by paying the New Haven Clock Co. $541 
on Feb. 4, 1915; by paying the Shapleigh 
Hardware Co. $102 on March 11, 1913, 
and by paying Frank W. Smith $394 on 
March 20, 1915. 

The Jewelers Board of Trade has been 
trying for several months to make an ad- 
justment with the creditors of the Weid- 
lich company. William Weidlich, presi- 
dent of the company, went east in Janu- 
ary to try to get extensions from the 
principal creditors, and he was satisfied 
at that time that the concern would be 
able to pay 100 cents on the dollar. Some 
of the creditors were not satisfied to take 
notes and await a long-drawn-out settle- 
ment and would not consent to liquidation 
and, therefore, a compromise was forced. 

Board of Trade auditors, who checked 
up the business, reported that the book 
value of the stock was $108,000, and that 
the liabilities were $84,000. The apprais- 
ers, however, reduced the estimate of the 
assets to $46,000, holding that at the pres- 
ent time not more than 50 cents on the 
dollar could be realized on the stock. They 
cut the book accounts $27,000. 

Mr. Weidlich thinks that if the firm 
were given enough time it could pull out 
and continue. He hopes to be able to 
borrow enough to make a settlement on a 
compromise basis and get other capital in- 
terested and continue the business. 

The Weidlich firm lost heavily a few 
months ago through the embezzlement, by 
a confidential office man, of thousands of 
dollars and a large amount of stock. Since 
an inventory has been taken Mr. Weid- 
lich is convinced that more stock is miss- 
ing than was at the time supposed. The 
stock did not inventory nearly as much 
as was expected. Mr. Weidlich figured 
that it would be about $85,000, and it was 
only $60,000. Another blow to the con- 
cern was the return during December and 
January of nearly $30,000 worth of stock 
that had been sold on credit and on which 
collection was considered certain. The 
purchasers, on account of business de- 
pression, returned the goods. 

The Weidlich firm has been in exist- 
ence here for 15 years. It was formerly 
at 7th St. and Washington Ave. It was 
moved to the present location about three 
years ago. The firm has carried large 
stocks and until the present business de- 
pression set in had a good trade.

ORD comes 
from Chicago 
that the committee on 
maintenance of resale 
prices of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States was in session for two days 
at the University Club and Chicago offices 
ot the body last week. The committee has 
been instructed to investigate and to discover 
and state, if possible, the elements of the 
price maintenance problem in such a way 
as to obtain a referendum vote on the is- 
sue by the members of the national body. 
The committee voted to appoint two sub- 
committees to prepare, respectively, state- 
ments for and against the adoption of legis- 
lation in favor of the producer’s right to 
enter into resale price contracts. The com- 
mittee is anxious to obtain from consum- 
dealers and associations answers to 
these questions:

Is there an essential distinction between branded 


and unbranded goods, to the advantage of the 
former? 

Are advertised or wunadvertised . goods more 
economical to the consumer ? 

Is legislation desirable to require merchandise 
to be truthfully advertised and described? 

Do competitive conditions prevent the making 


of exorbitant profits? 

Does price cutting actually reduce the value of 
and hinder the distribution of identified goods?

By “identified” goods is 
sold under trade-mark, brand or 
means of designating the producer. 

Answers “to the above questions are all 
very well in their way, but would it not be 
better to get some authoritative informa- 
tion as to the effect on the public of letting 
dealers cut the prices of standard trade- 
marked goods sold under “one price for 
all’ agreements. A little definite informa- 
tion as to the way the “price cutter’ adver- 
tises a standard article at reduced rates, 
sells a few at a loss and uses the induce- 
ment to get people to his store to buy in- 
ferior brands at high prices, would make 
interesting reading for the committee and 
for the members of the body it represents. 
[It would probably throw more light on the 
question at issue than will all the facts ob- 
tained in connection with the questions 
for which it is seeking answers. 





HE jewelry trade 

as an industry is 
to be congratulated 
upon the deep inter- 
est of its members, 
both in the whole- 
sale and retail as well as manufacturing 
trade, in the general subject of regulations 
against trade abuses. The stamping laws 
upon the national statute books, as well 
as on the books of the various States of 
the Union, will remain an_ everlasting 
monument to the honest purposes of an 
industry which, without waiting for a de- 
mand from the public to be protected 
against fraud in the marking of precious 
metals, saw that adequate laws were 
passed to prevent fraud of this kind be- 
ing perpetrated upon the buyers of gold 
and silver. The general principle of 
stamping laws has been indorsed by our 
industry from one end of the country to 
the other, and there has never been a 
time when any organization in the trade 
has ever taken a stand except in favor of 
right and honesty and against fraud and

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misrepresentation of description 

Not satisfied with putting such statutes 
as the Stamping Law upon the statute 
books, it has endeavored, whenever possi- 
ble, to perfect the laws and make them 
better and better as time goes on. This 
attitude was well evidenced by the work 
of the conference in New York a short 
time ago, called for the purpose of per- 
fecting the present national law, a full re- 
port of which appeared in the last issue 
of THe JEWELERS’ CrrcuLar. The s0- 
called fraudulent advertising laws or regu- 
lations against misrepresentation in an- 
nouncements as to merchandise have had 
the support of the jewelry trade fer many 
years, and many of the statutes of this 
kind have been enacted only through the 
efforts of the jewelers and their organi- 
zations. In all public movements for 
proper regulations of the mercantile busi- 
ness, the jeweler has stood at the fore- 
front and often among -he very few that 
have borne the burden of the fight. In 
fact it is generally known that whenever 
a movement is started to curb. busi- 
abuses, the jewelers and their or- 
sanizations are among the first that can 
be counted upon to give moral and finan- 
cial support.

As 
soon as it becomes generally known that 
a law of any kind will not be enforced, 
not only is the law disregarded by the un- 
scrupulous, but the effect of its non-en- 
forcement tends to create disrespect gen- 
erally for all laws of this character. In 
fact it is generally begun to be recognized 
that a law that is not enforced is worse 
than no law at all. 


One of the chief dangers of the non- 
enforcement of stamping laws and statutes 
of similar character lies in the fact that 
as soon as the unscrupulous merchant or 
manufacturer believes that he can disre- 
gard it, he finds that he has a handicap 
and advantage over the honest manufac- 
turer who wishes to live up to the letter 
and spirit of the statute, and that it pays 
him better to be dishonest than it did un- 
der the before the statute was 
passed. 

The mere fact that the statute is on the

The jew- 
eler is less careful from whom he buys.

In justice to the manufacturers. whol 
salers and retailers who insist on making 
and handling only honest goods, thonestly 
stamped, and to get the benefit of the laws 
to obtain which the trade has put in much 
time and eftort, prosecution committees 
should be appointed at once by every or- 
Panization in the trade hy our manuta 
turers organizations, by the State and na- 
tional organizations of the jobbing indus- 
tries, and particularly by the national, 
State, district and local organizations of 
the retailers, for the purpose of seeing that 
the regulations governing the proper mark- 
ing of gold and silver be enforced vigor- 
ously. When such committees are ap- 
pointed they should arrange to co-operate 
with one another, and should find out for 
themselves violations of the stamping law 
as well as act upon complaints of thei 
members. Above all they should get in 
touch with the prosecuting officers of the 
district, letting the latter know that the) 
stood ready and willing to co-operate with 
the authorities in every attempt | 
entorce the stamping acts.

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A Brief History of Glassware and the Position Occupied by 
American Manufacturers. 


By Clara Ruge, in the Staats-Zeitung—Translated Expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular. 














|" production of glass in the United 

States, especially of the artistic kind, 
can compare nowadays with that of any 
other country. To do justice to our glass 
it is necessary that we first briefly review 
the historical development of glass. 

The manufacture of glass is one of the 
oldest discoveries. Its history presents a 
picture of the development of civilization. 
From the pieces preserved in museums can 


be traced in chronological sequence the 
progress of civilized human life. 
The oldest known piece of glass that 


bears a date is an Egyptian amulet. It 
comes down from the year 3064 before the 
Christian era. In the British Museum in 
London this antique evidence of a long- 
past period of civilization is preserved. 

In ancient Egypt remarkable glasses were 
produced; this applies to the purpose for 
which they were used as well as to their 
decorative effect. The Phcenicians were the 
next to produce artistic glass. Then came 
the Assyrians, who inlaid their jewelry or- 
naments with glass and used them for the 
decoration of their weapons. The Persians 
made beautiful mosaic works in glass. In 
ancient China glass had already found a 
use in astronomical instruments. 


The Greeks, and especially the Romans 


and Byzantines, have also, in keeping with 
their culture, produced superb artistic 
glasswork. The Greeks and Byzantines 


both gave beautiful forms to their glasses. 
Their glassblowers were famous for this. 
The Romans, moreover, made gold-rimmed 
drinking vessels, glass mosaics and cameos 

It must not be overlooked that the glass 
vessels and glass fragments that have lain 
for so many years concealed in the earth 
have not suffered but have rather gained in 
beauty during this period. It is a peculiarity 
of glass that by burying in the earth or 
preservation in a dry place it develops mag- 
nificent color effects. 

On this is really based the new achieve- 
ment, iridescent glass. The effort has been 
made to reproduce by chemical methods 
what time accomplished by natural means. 
In the artificial process, however, a halt 1s 
called at the point at which in the natural 
process deterioration sets in, and by this 
means it is sought to preserve the beauty. 

Before reaching this stage, however, a 
long period has elapsed during which a 
certainly great but only partially complete 
glass production was attained. 

Whereas the Pheenicians and the Romans 
excelled in the form and color of their 
glasses, the Venetians subsequently brought 
the form to a high degree of perfection. 
In the North, in Gothic windows, won- 
derful color effects were obtained which 
have only been duplicated in recent times. 
Fowler, an authority on the production of 
glass, writes as follows in 1848: “Modern 
times have produced the crystalline trans- 
parency, but color and form are no longer 
cieated in their earlier perfection. It there- 
fore appears really as though not every- 


thing could be simultaneously developed at 
the same time. The color splendor particu- 
larly of the Gothic windows is probably 
lost forever.” 

As early as the llth century the Vene- 
tians distinguished themselves for their 
gracefully formed glasses. They remained 
for a long time the masters of the world. 
Most of the glassworks, it is true, were 
later removed from the city of Venice to 
the island of Marano, where in the 15th 
century glassblowing had attained the high- 
est perfection. At that period the glass- 
blowers were regarded as the most impor- 
tant artisans. 

Venetian glass constitutes a connecting 
link between the glass of ancient days and 
modern glass. 

gut Venice was not willingly the in- 
structress in glassmaking for other Euro- 
pean peoples. On Oct. 27, 1547, the Council 
met and decided that death was to be the 
penalty inflicted on any employe of the 
glassworks who should carry the art to an- 


other country. The secret of producing 
Venetian glassware was to be. strictly 
guarded. 


But as early as 1486 Nicholas Welche had 
been commissioned by the Austrian Govern- 
ment to make Venetian glass. His works 
were still flourishing in 1563. In the mean- 
time, however, at Weidlingau, near Vienna, 
under Ferdinand |. Italian glassworks had 
been established. 

In Bohemia at that time there were glass- 
works in existence which were, however, 
improved according to the Italian methods 
practised in Vienna. Bohemia, which still 
in our time makes the finest glass table- 
ware in Europe, owing to its wealth of raw 
material, lime and quartz, enjoyed special 
advantages in the production of glass. In 
the 17th century a commencement was 
made there in the production of engraved 
and cut glasses, and soon afterward crystal 
glasses for table use. 

In Germany “Venetian glasses” had their 
origin in the middle of the 16th century. 
The oldest specimen, dating from the year 
1553, is to be seen in the Berlin Art Mu- 
seum. The decorations were at first 
painted, then engraved, and finally cut 
glasses were produced. At about the same 
period, in Switzerland, also beautiful win- 
dow glass was made for rounded panes. 
In the 16th century Thesio Mutio, through 
the influence of Henry II., came from Ven- 
ice to France to introduce art glass there. 

As early as 1557 the English made Vene- 
tian glass. Holland followed in the 17th 
century. Germans introduced Venetian 
glass into Sweden in 1641. All these na- 
tions have subsequently developed their own 
styles. Bohemia and England, however, re- 


mained in the lead. 

In Bohemia the Venetian style was soon 
abandoned, and during the Biedermaier pe- 
riod colored glasses were made in robust 
styles with all sorts of ornamentation. 

In 1864, 


through the influence of the

Vienna Museum of Art and Industrv. and 
particularly through that of gi: manu- 
facturer Lobmeyer of Vienna. who himself 
devised new styles, a new era for Austrian 
glass was instituted.

The iridescent glass of modern times was 
first produced in Hungary, where Pontozek 
of Flatno accidentally discovered that me- 
tallic vapors caused the iridescence. In the 
meantime the English had turned out mag- 
nificent heavy crystal glasses with diamond- 
Shaped cutting. In Bohemia, too, very 
beautiful crystal glasses had been made, but 
the preference for colors of Venetian char- 
acter had been maintained. 

During the past decades North America 
has made great progress in glass manufac- 
turing; in some kinds the United States is 
even in the lead. 

For table use the expensive cut 
glass is produced of excellent quality in 
this country; likewise pressed glass, a 
cheaper variety of utility goods, produced 
since the commencement of the 19th cen- 
tury in Germany, of inferior quality. Eng- 
land improved this kind of glass, which is 


general 


made there of such excellence that it is 
often difficult to distinguish it from cut 
glass. 


Our country at the present time excels 


in the production of colored glasses. Al- 
though in Innsbruck and Munich work- 
shops for the production of colored win- 


dows. with figures and ornamental decora- 
tion in antique style, have been established, 
America to-day is ahead of all. The old 
color shades appear to have been rediscov- 
ered here and, with the aid of modern 
science and technique, even more perfect 
results have been attained. 

3efore proceeding to describe more 
closely the American kinds of glass I will 
first, by way of explanation, re‘er briefly 
to the process of making glass. 

The raw material is particularly sand 
free from iron. Where the production of 
white glass is the obiect it is washed with 
water or hydrochloric acid. In this sand 
occurs, above all else, silicic acid. the most 
important component of glass; also quartz 
and flint (from which the name “flint glass” 
is derived). 

Another component of glass, which was 
formerly of special importance, is soda. In 
the old times it was obtained from seaweed. 
Lime, in the form of marble, and chalk 
are among the components of glass. The 
different glassworks vary in the method of 
production. 

In order to produce glass the substances, 
by smelting, must dissolve in a fiery flux in 
a perfectly amorphous condition and must 
solidify in the uniform mixture. Sub- 
stances in themselves heterogeneous may 
be dissolved in the liquid glass without its 
characteristic properties being thereby af- 
fected. 

The raw material, in finely broken con- 
dition, is carefully mixed according to pre- 
determined proportions, and one-third of 
broken glass fragments are also added. For 
melting purposes what are known as glass- 
melting pots are used, made of clay of a 
highly refractory nature. In former times 
only wood-firing was used, as is still the 
case in some localities in the Bohemian 
forest. When coal-firing was introduced

In this man- 
ner the lead-glass industry sprang up in the 
19th century, which attained great impor- 
tance. In the 16th century a similar dis- 
covery was made at one time, but it was 
not pursued further. 

Soon flint glass was introduced, which 
plays so important a part in the modern in- 
dustry. It most beautiful 
crystallizing faculty and a particularly me- 
lodious resonance.

A second glassworks was established in 
1620 in which glass beads were made for 
the trade with the Indians. Then came 
various establishments for making cheap 
utility glass.

During the following century many glass- 
works were established, not only in New 
York but also in Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and Pennsylvania. Pittsburgh soon de- 
veloped into one of the most important 
centers for the glass industry. 

But the first artistic work was produced 
by Baron Heinrich Wilhelm Stiegel at 
Mannheim, Lancaster County, Pa. That 
was about the year 1762, when he began to 
make flint glass there. Baron Stiegel came 
from Mannheim, in Baden, and called his 
settlement here after the home town. He 
brought the glassworkers from Europe. 
His glasses resembled those of Bohemia, 
even in their resonance. He made glasses 
for table use, but they were artistically 
formed such as none had previously been 
made in the United States. Four colors 
were used—pure white, dark blue, deep red 
and emerald-green. For the first time, too, 
the enameling of glass was essayed in the 
United States and four different patterns 
came into use. The raised figures were 
produced by casting the glass in orna- 
mented molds. 

Stiegel’s glasses are distinguished for the 
beauty of the raised patterns, for their 
coloring and for the elegance of their 
form; they were made of very thin glass. 

heir melodious resonance was also a spe- 
cial charm. 

The output was for a time so consider- 
able that eastern Pennsylvania could be 
supplied with glasses and large quantities 
shipped to Boston and other points. Even 
to-day, in museums and in the possession 
of private collectors, specimens of Stiegel’s 
glasses are to be seen. At the Hudson- 
Fulton Exposition at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, New York, a very fine collection of 
these works was shown, while some fine 


specimens were illustrated in THE JEWEL- 
oERS’ CrRCULAR of Jan. 6, 1915.

dominion came to an end. After having 
deported himself like a small sovereign, 


and had his advent announced by cannon 
salvos, he suddenly went bankrupt. He 
was interested in other enterprises and 
lived in great luxury. In the Pennsylvania 
Museum a very beautiful mantel from Stie- 
gel’s house is one of the attractions. There 
soon arose a number of new glassworks 
which, with more or less success, copied 
the Stiegel glasses. 

Toward the end of the 18th century they 
were erected in Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
New York and many places in New Eng- 
land. In Connecticut in the year 1785 Will-

iam and Elisha Pitkin and Samuel Bishop 
had acquired the sole right to make glass. 
Soon there were made in the United States 
more glasses with etched, engraved and 
enamel ornamentation; cut glass, too, was 
produced in constantly increasing quantity 
and of better quality. 

In addition to the utility glasses for the 
table, until the middle of the 19th century 
what were known as “glass cup plates” 
were a specialty and were embellished with 
all kinds of decorations. They served to 
stand the cup in so that the tablecloth 
would not be soiled while the tea or coffee 
was drunk from the saucer. This was at 
that time “the style” in the best society, 
and for this reason the glass cup plates 
were an article of luxury in great demand. 
They were likewise employed as historical 
souvenirs. The Battle of Bunker Hill and 
other great events were painted On them. 
General Henry Harrison, Henry Clay and 
others may be seen immortalized on these 
plates. The first railroad was also perpetu- 
ated, as was likewise the first steamship. 
The American flag was, of course, a sub- 
ject of frequent pictorial representation. 

Others preferred to ornament the cup 
plates with flowers only. When these plates 
went out of fashion drinking glasses were 
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used for historical souvenirs and, like the 
cup plates, were painted with enamel colors. 

Since the manufacture of cut glass has 
been taken up here artistic production has 
made itself in greater degree evident. | 
merly, outside of painting in enamel colors, 
ornamentation was confined to etchings and 
engravings. Only after the glass was made 
of such excellent quality that it could be 
cut a special type of ornamentation became 
possible through this process.

No man can succeed 
on account of lack of method and system, 
though once in a while a man succeeds in 
spite of it. 

Nothing can be sure about the figures 
of a business where there has been no sys- 
termatic inventory and no attention paid to

exactness 
estimating expenses, etc. 

lf a jeweler does not know just what it 
is costing him to do business, just what it 
costs him to sell his goods, he cannot be 
certain as to.whether he is making money 
Or not. 

Practically every jeweler has a book in 
which he down all the items of ex- 
pense, and at the end of the year he fig- 
ures up the total and considers that he 
knows what it is costing him to do busi- 
ness. But he may do this and still not be 
within the proverbial “forty rows of apple 
trees” of the right figure.

There are other things than actual items 
of money paid out for expenses that have 
to do with the cost of doing business and 
some of these things cannot be considered 
intelligently without that inventory which 
must be taken once a year if exactitude 1s 
wanted. How else can a man determine 
the amount of depreciation in his stock, a 
figure that must come out of the year’s 
profits? How else can he determine wheth- 
er his insurance is costing him more than 
it should because of his carrying too much 
—or whether he may not be under-protect- 
ed in this respect? How else can he deter- 
mine how much interest on his investment 
should be charged up? And how else can 


he find out how much he has invested in 
goods that will never bring him a cent? 
If a jeweler has half a dozen pieces of 
expensive silverware of a sort that cannot 
be sold nowadays, he may shove them back 
out of sight and forget he has them, but 











he cannot keep them from bobbing up 1n 
the year’s cost of doing business or esti- 
mate of profits. 

Dead stock needs more attention than 
live stock. If you inventory it at full value 
you deceive yourself. If you do not inven- 
tory it at all you leave it to take up valu- 
able space and to become absolutely worth- 
less. 

The man who thinks that because he 1s 
getting a living out of his store, or that be- 
cause he got a living last year and the year 
before, he is making money, ts living 1n a 
fool’s paradise. He have been run- 
ning behind all the He may have 
been living on his stock. Unless you know 
absolutely that your business is producing 
you a profit over and beyond your salary, 
you might better put the money you have 
invested into a savings bank and go to 
work for someone else at the same salary. 
You would save the worry and responsi- 
bility and chance of loss of capital.

In figuring up your business for a year, 
do you estimate carefully depreciation on 
fixtures and equipment? A showcase that 
not been badly scratched or marked, 
has had no glass broken during the 
past year may seem as valuable to you as it 
was a year ago. Well, one year might not 
make much difference in the appearance or 
even in the value of a showcase, but twen- 
ty years will. How many showcases twen- 
ty years old would you give store room 
to-day, even if they are unbroken? Un- 
less you write off 5 per cent. or more from 
the value of fixtures and equipment every 
year, the first thing you know you will 
have to write off 100 per cent. all at once. 

There are a few jewelers whose figures 
on their business are so incomplete as to 
be absurdly inconsequential. I know men 
who figure their expenses without including 
their own salary. I know others who do 
not put in any rental because they own their 
building. Others accept services regularly 
of members of the family without figuring 
in any compensation, although those mem- 
bers may be recompensed even in money. 

But jewelers are better business men than 
some other classes of merchants. Perhaps 


has 
that 


they have to be so. Anyway they are im- 
proving all the time in the average. The 
foxy thing for any business man to do 1s 


to study his trade literature, books and 
trade papers, in search of better business 
methods. And when he finds something 


that hits one of his weak points, instead of 
passing it by with the thought that it doesn’t 


mean him, he ought to say to himself, 
“That hits me, and by George, I believe 
its true!” 


The jeweler can keep such a set of books 
properly ought to have no trouble in turn- 
ing right to any information he wants. 
fie can even so keep his books that he can 
tell right where he stands on short notice 
without going to work and making an in- 
ventory. One manufacturer of popular- 
priced watches has gone so far as to pre- 
pare a complete sets of forms on which 
the jeweler can carry along his business 
standing from day to day and know at any 
time what he is worth and what he has 
bought and needs to buy. 

The jeweler can keep sucha set of books 
when some other merchants could not, 
because he has a less number of customers. 

When a man’s figures are in- 
complete it is generally due to carelessness 
or procrastination rather than to neglect. 
It takes time to keep the figures on a busi- 
ness, no matter how simple a plan is adopt- 
ed. We cannot accomplish satisfactory re- 
sults without effort. But there is more to 
operating a jewelry store than keeping busy 
at advertising or selling all the time. 

The men who succeed in any 
to-day are the men who know. The fel- 
lows who go guessing along are being 
eliminated just as fast as competition can 
get to them. [he man who does not know 
what it is costing him to do business has 
no more chance of than the man 
who not advertise or the man who 
thinks the way his grandfather did busi- 
ness is good enough for him. 

There are jewelers who thing they are 
getting all the money that .is paid into 
their store, but they do not know. John 
H. Patterson thought this in the little

dollar every day, he saw the need of and 
devised the cash register plan. 

There are jewelers who guess that their 
stock remains the same year after year, and 
some of them will not notice the diftereice 
until the sheriff takes an inventory ior 
them. 

Some jewelers think they are getting the 
best trade in town and they continue in 
this blissful ignorance until by accident they 
discover that the very best business is go- 
ing out of town to stores that have found 
the locality easy for mail order business. 

There are many things the jeweler may 
think he knows and none of them helps him 
lf a man in- 
thinks rather 
sate bet 


any as long as he is wrong. 
sists on going by what he 
than by what he knows, it ts a 
that he will not go very tar. 

I have known jewelers who thought their 
assortment of goods was the best that could 
be bought for the money, but they never 
took the trouble to investigate the matter, 
with the result usually that some competi- 
tor who made it his business to watch the 
advertising in the trade papers, would steal 
away their business. The man who is satis- 
fied with his stock without knowing that 
it is the best value to be had, may lose his 
trade as the result of his self-satisfied at- 
titude. 

To think you know all about your busi- 
ness is not the same thing as actually to 
know. Don’t stop with thinking. Be sure! 

The man who depends on his own re- 
sources, upon his own observation for 
knowledge will usually be found lacking in 
accurate information. He may have ex- 
traordinary powers of observation, but he 
cannot pick it all up as he goes along. He 
can travel only in one path himself. If he 
wants to develop as he really could de- 
velop, he should study what others have 
picked up in their paths. He should delve 
into trade literature and profit by the ex- 
perience of others as clever as himself. 

You don’t want your vermiform appendix 
cut out by a doctor who knows the opera- 
tion only by what he has picked up here 
and there in his own experience. People 
do not wani their watches mended by a 
man whose knowledge of the work has 
been gained in picking two or three alarm 
clocks to pieces and putting them together 
again. They want expert work done by 
men who have made a study as well as a 
practise of that work. 

There are authorities on all subjects, 
horological, optical and financial, and it is 
a wise jeweler who goes to these authori- 
ties for his knowledge rather than depend- 
ing on his own experience. The man who 
gets his information at headquarters gets 
it right and he will be able to know how 
to handle his affairs without taking the 
chances of guessing. 

One of the profitable results accruing 
from accurate knowledge and from devel- 
opment into a higher class business man 
is the ability to secure a better class of em- 
ployes. Employes, or would-be employes, 
of the most desirable sort, the sort we most 
want, are nowadays giving a good deal of 
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thought to the choice of the right kind ot 
employer. We have been for so long a 
time thinking ourselves as employers en- 
titted ‘to pick and choose in selecting clerks, 
that we do not realize that the clerks are 
now doing some of the picking and choos- 
ing. They want employers who will teach 
them the best methods and who have them- 
selves made good. 

The jeweler who wants to know just 
what his business has done during the year 
past must know just what he has on his 
books in the way of good, bad and in- 
different accounts. Many a jeweler is car- 
rying his year’s profits all on his books, and 
perhaps more than that. If too much of 
your profit is getting onto your books and 
staying there long enough to deprive you 
of the use of the money, isn’t it time to 
make a change in your credit plans? What 
are you going to do during 1915 to 1m- 
prove the condition of your book accounts? 

No doubt one reason the jeweler gets 
so much on his books that never comes off 
is that he is too anxious to make sales and 
encourages people in buying beyond their 
means. When you encourage a slow pay 
man to buy and give him credit, you take 
chances and you have only yourself to 
blame if you lose. 

If you extend credit to a man.you do 
not know to be slow pay, you are ina 
measure at least to blame for not finding 
out first whether the customer is worthy 
of credit. When you want to buy goods 
from any one, he insists on knowing that 
you are worthy of credit. Make it your 
business to find out as much about your 
customers and learn to say “No” when it 
is necessary to protect yourself in that way. 

If you keep the questionable accounts 
small they will be the easier collected. As 
the old saying goes, “A short horse is soon 
curried.” And don’t let any account stand 
long without a reminder of its existence. 
They say “Short credits make long friends.” 
Begin sending statements the first 30 days, 
and when you find a customer who is of- 
fended by being shown the condition of 
his account, make up your mind that he is 
not a very good business man, and if he 
is not a good business man, you are taking 
chances trusting him. 

It should be a part of knowing what it 
costs to do business to know how many 
times you turn over your stock in the 
course of a year. 

If you buy a stock of goods and sell it 
out once you have turned your stock over 
once. If you sell out in six months and 
buy again and sell out in the next six 
months, you have turned the stock twice. 

Find out how many times you have 
turned and see what you can do to turn 
it over more times. The more times you 
turn it the less investment you need to keep 
working, and the more profit you will make. 

Divide the cost of the goods sold, not the 
gross sales, by the inventory and you will 
get a fair estimate of the number of times 
you have turned the stock. You can find 
the cost of the goods sold by taking the 
total purchases for the year and adding to 
them the decrease in inventory or sub- 
tracting the increase. 

It is quick turnover that enables some of 
the chain stores to show such satisfactory 
profits on small margins. 
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Turnover is 
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worth investigating, and every jeweler 
ought to become intelligent on the subject. 


The figures of your business should have 
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an attraction for you. You ought to want 
to find out what you are doing. And if 
you investigate carefully you will find 


many surprises and some of them will not 
be pleasant ones, though they will be the 
means of saving you future trouble. It 
is worth your while to know all about what 
It costs you to do business and why it costs 
so much as well as whether it might not 
cost less. 


Pressing Problem With Retailers. 


A SUBJECT that is receiving a great 
deal of attention from retailers is the 
great decrease in net profits, or, putting 
it in converse torm, the constant increase 


in expenses. It is not difficult to find 
causes tor the present conditions. For one 
thing, altogether too much in the way of 
special service for its customers. It spends 


too much to get business. The golden mean 
between enterprise and economy is not duly 
maintained. 

In too many cases the effort to prove 
“enterprise” on the part of the concern is 
undertaken without proper previous con- 
sideration of the This applies, of 
course, to cutting of prices on merchandise, 
as well as to attractions and various other 
forms of advertising which represent a 
direct outlay. Losses of no small propor- 
tions in the aggregate are caused by the 
taking back of goods that were supposed 
to be sold. That too much attention is paid 
to beating the record, and that money is 
actually lost in the effort to beat last year’s 
sales when conditions are not wholly pro- 
pitious to such increase, is so well known 
that to merely mention it is to utter a 
truism. 

One might dwell for some time, too, if 
it also were not such an old story, on the 
constant effort to attract trade principally 
by means of tempting prices instead of en- 
couraging the public to lay stress on quality 
and value rather than on mere “cheapness.” 
Another condition—and one which is the 
underlying cause of some of the profit de- 
stroyers just referred to—is the lack of the 
personal touch between the store owners 
and the public. 

It is through attention to this feature and 
through its natural result—ability to better 
supply the needs of the customer—that the 
specialty store has forged so rapidly ahead. 
A customer who goes to a well-managed 
specialty store is apt to get just what he 
needs rather than what he asks for. Not 
only is there more apparent interest in the 
customer on the part of the salesman but 
also, in many cases, on the part of the 
proprietor.—Notions and Fancy Goods.

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Practical Points on Jeweling.

Sher art of jeweling may be subdivided 
into different branches, consisting of 

ugh material, process of manutacture, or 
the skilful handling of the finished product, 
which has been an important factor in the 
improvement of timepieces of to-day. 
While the cruder forms of escapement 
predominated, or before the perfection of 
he lever escapement, the necessity of care- 
tul and accurate jeweling was not so 1m- 
portant. But with the demand for closer 
timing and the better work performed by 
the lever escapement, the craftsmen turned 
their attention to the elimination of fric- 
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tion in the bearings throughout the watch. 
The substitution of bone as bearings was 
prompted by observing that the holes were 
the first parts of the timepiece to wear. 
This was only the initial step in the right 
direction, which was soon followed in turn 
by brass, gold and stones for bearings. The 
accumulation of dust, caught and held in 
the bearings by the rancid oil after it be- 
gan to thicken, accelerated the wear where 
metal was used in the bearings. The use 
of stones in this work is credited to an 
Italian in the early part of the 1%th cen- 
tury. He started on chis line with the 
crude material, and was only successful to 
a small degree but enouzh to demonstrate 
that the principle was right. The Swiss 
were quick to perceive the advantage of 
jeweling, and by persistent effort they per- 
fected the process of piercing the jewel 
and opening up the holes to the desired 
size, so that now even the cheapest watches 
with one exception, are jeweled at least 
at the balance. 

The majority of jewels used in America 
to-day are imported either finished or 
pierced, and the latter are opened up and 
polished in the watch factory. The prin- 
cipal stones used in this industry are the 
diamond, ruby, sapphire, aquamarine and 


the garnet. The diamond is, of course, the 
hardest stone of all, and its use is only of 
two kinds in jewel work—first, an an agent, 
in the form of powder, in cutting the other 
stones, together with pieces called “bort”’ 
used in piercing; and, second, as end stones 
in fine watches and chronometers. These 
end stones are sometimes faulty owing to 
the lines of cleavage of the stones not be- 
ing parallel with the face which is pre- 
sented to the end of the pivot. Munute 
particles sometimes break off from the 
stones and become imbedded in the steel 
of the staff, which charges it with a cutting 
agent as hard as the end stone, causing the 
so-called “pit.” Very often garnet end 
stones are found to be pitted. This pitting 
is a “nightmare” to the watch manufac- 
turers, as they have to exercise infinite care 
in the making of their balance staffs to see 
that their steel is free from carbon; and it 
has been found to be the general result that 
if the steel showed much carbon it would 
invariably pit the end stones. One factory 
takes samples from its finished staffs and 
saws them down lengthwise and inspects 
them very carefully for carbon. If a staff 
is found to contain much carbon the entire 
number of staffs made from that particular 
steel are destroyed. The ruby seems to 
hold first place as a stone for jewel holes. 
In wearing qualities it is good, and in color 
it gives a richness and finish to a fine watch 
that are unsurpassed. Of course, the color 
is not a necessary requisite; but, like the 
gems worn as ornaments, it adds its quota 
of beauty. The sapphire is a close second 
to the ruby, possessing all the requirements 
except color. It is especially good for pal- 
lets, as almost all the high-grade American 
watches now have sapphire pallets. Gar- 
nets are mostly used for roller jewels and 
end stones, and, although of a porous na- 
ture, they are unsurpassed in these places. 

The slow and tedious process of taking 
the crude material and tracing it through 
its various stages before it reaches the fin- 
ished product is rather uninteresting to the 
modern workman of to-day, as the stock of 
finished material at hand or to be had from 
the near-by wholesale houses makes it ex- 
pedient that he devote his time and atten- 
tion to the handling of the stones as they 


come to his hand in replacing broken or 
defective ones. The process of “planting,” 
or locating the jewels in the plate, is also 
of minor consequence, as it is seldom that 
the workman is called upon to figure out 
the exact location of a jewel. He is more 
apt to spend his time in looking for one of 
suitable size to replace a broken one; and, 
without doubt, there is no part of watch- 
work to-day that is slighted so much as the 
replacing of broken train jewels. Balance 
jewels being replaced oitener, a large as- 
sortment of this kind 1s carried in stock; 
but the train jewels, which are stronger 
and ot greater durability, if they are not 
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subjected to accident, are not given the at- 
tention in the stock that is given the 
balance jewels. 

Some of the material houses are adopt- 
ing an excellent plan of arranging jewels 
in a convenient cabinet, where they are 
numbered and can easily be selected from 
the assortment for any watch. Some 
houses have gone even further, and have 
included jewels set in blank settings, grad- 
uated as to size of hole, which 1s an ex- 
cellent adjunct to any stock, thereby en- 
abling the workman to have at hand a 
jewel of any size hole which he can “chuck 
up” and turn down the setting to fit the re- 
quirements of the job. 

End stones might also be included in 
this list. Although almost any shop will 
have a haphazard collection of unset end 
stones, it takes a skilful workman to fit 
and set an end stone nicely and- absolutely 
flat with the surface of the old setting. A 
stock of naked balance jewel holes is also 
necessary. A number of watches, espe- 
cially of the cheaper Swiss variety, come 
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V.T.F.

to the repairer for new jewels, and many 
of these are set directly in the plate with- 
out any setting. If a good assortment is 
at hand the broken jewel can be replaced 
without a great amount of labor. A mat- 
ter of finding the jewel that fits the old 
seat perfectly is the greatest item in the 
replacing of this variety. If the jewel fits 
the seat correctly it can be burnished into 
place without even a face plate and the 
job be so nicely done that it is almost im- 
possible to perceive where the clinching 
band of metal is burnished over the edge 
of the stone. Of course, the plan of carry- 
ing the finished product in settings all 
turned to the exact size to fit each grade 
and kind of watch is by far the most con- 
venient for the workman; but it is also the 
most expensive from the investment point 
of view as to stock, but in figuring a work- 
man’s time in considering the proposition 
it is probably the cheapest in the long run. 

The ability to set either an end stone or 
a jewel hole requires a skill of no small 
amount. We often see jewels in a time- 
piece that have been set in an indifferent 
manner, either due to the clumsiness or the 
carelessness of the workman. Perhaps we 
might include lack of proper training in 
the above, which, if such is the case, is 
some excuse for the faulty work; but it 
should not be so with the workman of any 
ambition, as he can, by a few hours’ study 
in the books that are to be had on the sub- 
ject, perfect himself to a passable degree, 
or at least to a state of proficiency where 
he need not blush with shame when his 
work is subjected to the inspection of the 
skilled mechanic. One workman asks, 
“What tools do you use in jewel setting?” 
which can be answered in naming three 
simple tools: the center cutter, seat cutter 
and the small burnisher. These, of course, 
apply to the setting of jewels in repair 
work; not in factory work, where the set- 
ting of a great quantity of jewels is an 
item both in and in saving of 
time.

In replacing the end stone or setting 
jewel holes in old settings, the center cut- 
ter, of course, is not needed, as the hole is 
already there; but in setting either the end 
stone or jewel hole in a wire a good sharp 
cutter (lig. 1) 1s start the 
hole in an exact center after the wire has 
been chucked up. in this

There is a skill in 
little operation which to the average per- 
son is hardly perceptible. The cutter must 
rest on the T rest when the first 
comes in contact with the face of the wire, 
but as soon as it takes hold the cutter 
should be raised from the T leaving 
only the point that is starting the hole the 
only part of the cutter in contact with any 
part of the work. This makes the cutter 
act in the same manner as a drill, and with 
a little practise the operator will become 
very skilful in starting his center. After 
the wire has been centered a small hole 
can be drilled with either a flat or twist 
drill, which makes the opening up of the 
seat for the jewel less troublesome; or the 
seat cutter (Fig. 2) can be used, which, 
though taking more time, can be accom- 
plished about as soon as if the drill is used. 
The best material for making a seat cutter 
is a hand tool used by dentists. It is of the

flat chisel shape, the blade being about 
three or four millimeters wide, one milli- 
meter thick, and from five to eight in 
length. These chisels are of excellent tem- 
per just as they are purchased from the 
dentist, and it will be necessary to use a 
small grinding wheel to cut them to shape 
as Fig. 2; but when once in shape, if they 
are given any care at all, they will last for 
years without any alteration or sharpening. 
After opening up the seat for the jewel it 
is well to try, from time to time, cutting 
away just a little metal between each trial 
until the jewel fits the seat perfectly. It 
is preferable in setting 2 jewel in a new 
setting to set it slightly lower than the sur- 
face of the wire, which admits of turning 
off the metal just flush with the surface of 
the jewel. After the seat has been cut to 
admit of the jewel fitting perfectly, next 
cut a small trench in the metal just outside 
the edge of the seat, leaving a thin wall of

metal between the edge of the jewel and 
the trench; then, with a sharp-nose burn- 
isher (Fig. 3), burnish this wall of metal 
over the bevel of the edge of the jewel, 
which will securely hold the-stone in its 
place. The facing up and cutting off may 
now be done according to the size neces- 
sary to fit the plate or bridge, whichever 
the case may be.

Selling a Watch. 
VERY interesting incident in  sales- 
manship occurred last week when a2 
instructor in a class in salesmanship visited 
a friend who was a jeweler on the mission 
of buying a watch. The result was emi- 
nently satisfactory to both salesman and 
customer—which 1s the acme of good work. 

\Vhen the customer came into the store 
the jeweler noted an imposing leather caSe 
under his arm. 

“Hello, John; what are you doing now— 
preaching ?” 

“I’m doing something better than that— 
l’m teaching salesmanship,” John answered. 

“Tell me what the essence of salesman- 
ship is, then, so | can sell you a watch,” 
the je weler responded. 

The jeweler and the customer joked 
about the science of salesmanship, the for- 
mer finally confessing that he had some 
rather positive notions himself. The cus- 
tomer finally said: 

“T came here really to buy a watch to- 
day because | know I can rely upon what 
you tell me about it. I don’t know any- 
thing about watches.” 

“How much have you got to spend ona 
watch?” the jeweler asked. 

“JT have $10,000 to spend on the watch | 
want, but I don’t want to spend a cent 
more than I have to!” 

“All right! Here goes!” and the jeweler 
brought out his stock. He showed watches 
of all grades, from $10 to $100. He told 
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exactly what each watch would do, what it 
would not do. This one would keep per~ 
fect time for a certain number of years, 
that one was especially useful under widely 
varying conditions; this had particular 
qualities, that was especially designed for 
certain trades. And all the time he told 
just the qualities that a person owning a 
watch wanted to know; he mentioned the 
facts that a person using a watch would 
have to know about his own watch; he an- 
swered objections and talked of features 
that the customer suggested or had in 
mind. Never a word about how the watch 
was made, where it was made, what ma- 
terial went into it, or why it would do the 
things claimed for it. 

The price of each watch was a conspicu-~ 
ous feature in each explanation. And when 
all had been thus described, and the virtues 
and capabilities of each thoroughly out- 
lined, the customer chose. 

“Well, I didn’t sell you that watch at 
all,” the jeweler complained. “You sold it 
to yourself.” 

“T claim that you exercised the very best 
kind of salesmanship in selling that watch 
to me,” the customer declared. “I got 
what I wanted at a price I was glad to pay. 
I could have paid, and might have been 
willing to pay, $40 more than I did—but 
this watch I have here has all the qualities 
I need in a watch. The other qualities that 
might be desirable did not seem to me to 
be worth the difference in price. I wanted 
to know what it would do, and you told me 
that. And I believe in you.” 

“And here I had all kinds of technical 
knowledge that I might have exploited for 
your benefit! A good salesman ts sup- 
posed to know all about watches, how they 
were made and why they do what they do. 
This couldn’t be called an illustration of 
good salesmanship, because none of this 
technical information was used.” 

“What do I care whether the watch was 
made on an anvil or in a threshing ma- 
chine?” the customer responded. “Keep

who asks for it and really wants it. If 
you know what the watch will do, and if 
your customers trust you, you will be a 


successful salesman
